The supply of pure magnesium for 1952 is assured with the exception 
of about 150 tons necessary for blending (Verschneiden) with scrap. 
In 1953, however, there wils. be more difficulties, since the end of 
Lhe magnesium scrap supply will be at hend and because larger amounts 
nf the metal will be necessary for blending. 
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Selbmann requested that Rau give close attention te the problems 
outlined above in ordor to avoid the dearth which is expected about 
the middle of 1953. 


The Minister suggested that, -ith a little increase in production, if 


sufficient power were supplied, S4G Bitterfeld would be in the position
